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ORDER

On February 24, 2021, Kentucky Power Company (Kentucky Power) filed a motion
requesting to reschedule the hearing previously scheduled for June 22-23, 2021,
because certain witnesses will be testifying before a regulatory agency in another state
and unavailable those dates.

The Commission finds that Kentucky Power established good cause to reschedule
the hearing and that the hearing should be rescheduled for June 15, 2021, at 9 a.m.
Eastern Daylight Time, and continued on June 16, 2021, and June 17, 2021.

Because the rescheduled hearing dates conflict with previously scheduled
procedural events, the Commission finds that the procedural schedule should be
amended. An amended procedural schedule is attached to this Order.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Kentucky Power’s motion to reschedule the hearing is granted.



2. Kentucky Power shall appear on Tuesday, June 15, 2021, at 9 a.m. Eastern
Daylight Time, and continued on June 16, 2021, and June 17, 2021, in the Richard Raff
Hearing Room at the offices of the Public Service Commission at 211 Sower Boulevard
in Frankfort, Kentucky, for the purpose of presenting evidence on its application.

3. The June 15-17, 2021 hearing shall be recorded by digital video recording
only.

4. The procedural schedule established by the February 12, 2021 Order is
amended.

5. The amended procedural schedule set forth in the Appendix to this Order
shall be followed.

6. All other provisions of the February 12, 2021 Order shall remain in full force

and effect.
